Our Foster Child — 
Athanasios Anagnou 


Once again this year, Eastglen’s foster child is Athanasios Angagnou. 
He is a thirteen year old boy from Lamia, Greece and the only child 
in his family. His father is disabled by hemiplega, a paralysis of a 
portion of his body, and his mother, with kidney trouble, must take 
care of their farm. The money Eastglenites send to the family yearly 
buys many things that would not be dreamed of by Athanasios and 
his parents. 

In each letter we receive, Athanasios shows great interest in continu- 
ing his education and he also helps us to understand the life and 
thoughts of a foreign child. 

This is an example of one of the many letters we receive from him: 


September 1971 


Dear foster parents, 


Hello, I wish to-tell you a few things about houses in general. I wonder if the houses in the past 
were as nice and as comfortable as they are nowadays. Long, long ago men lived under primitive 
conditions, and their life was no better than the life of the animals and at that time the thought of 
erecting a house did not cross men’s minds. However, it would be so cosy for them to have comfort- 
able houses to protect them from the changes of the weather, from the cold, the snow and the terri- 
ble heat. They just managed to find shelter under the rocks where they lived just temporarily. They 
would light a fire in front of the entrance of their living quarters so that the wild animals would go 
away. That was their only protection. My own house now, is built almost in the middle of the vil- 
lage. It consists of one main room, a hall and a kitchen. 


Thank you very much for the $8.00 — 240 drs — August grant and for the $1.83 — 55 drs — given in 
lieu of distribution, which I got from you.
